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SHANGHAI JEWELRY TRADE, 





HE imports of shirt studs, watch 
chains, rings, charms, _ necklets, 
brooches, bracelets, bangles, armlets and 
especially of imitation jewels and jewelry, 
glass beads, false pearls, coral, ete., by 
China are becoming important, and it be 
hooves American manufacturing jewelers 
and exporters to follow the example oi 
the English and Germans and study the 
requirements and future possibilities of 
the markets of that country. Shanghai, 
with a population of 475,000, is the center 
of the shipping trade, and the distributing 
point for the northern ports and inland 
cities of China, as Hong Kong is for the 
southern. Of the total trade of China, 
about $370,000,000, Shanghai enjoys near 
ly one-half, and the evidences in favor of 
its growth justify its appellation as the 
commercial capital of Asia. 

The imports of jewelry and allied lines 
by Shanghai for the last four years, for 
which it is as yet possible to obtain de- 
tailed statistics, follow:

The importation of watches and clocks 
by Shanghai is also increasing, and the 
trade is even now quite an important one, 
the value of the watches imported in 1898 
having been $81,738 and of clocks $89,154. 
Of the watch and clock trade the United 
States obtain a fair share, but the jewelry 
trade is almost monopolized by England 
and Germany 

The value of the United States total 
trade in China during 1898 represented 
over 15 per cent of the total trade of all 
nations. It is double that of Germany and 
second only to that of Great Britain. This 
idvanced position of American trade in 
the Chinese Empire is the result of efforts 
extending over less than a decade. 

The Chinese as a race are fond of dec 
rration and adornment, and on occasion 
f fairs, festivals, parades or other cele- 
hrations, which are very numerous, great 
rivalry exists between individuals to make 
the best appearance. Cheap jewelry, imi 
tation jewelry and jewels, glass beads and 
ther ornaments are worn to a great ex 
tent by Chinese of the medium and lower 
classes. In greater part this ware is large 
ly of native manufacture, quantities being 
turned out very cheaply in many of the 
larger cities. 

The foreign residents and the more well- 
to-do natives create a limited demand for 
the better grades of jewelry, which must 
of necessity be imported. While the most 
expensive jewels and jewelry are either 
purchased by the wearer while traveling 
or directly from the European jeweler, the 
jewelry stores advertise medium grade 
jewelry of distinctly European and Amer- 
ican type, such as cuff buttons, shirt studs, 
ese. 

A glance at the statistics shows what a 
field Shanghai offers for foreign jewelry. 
[his increase in the use of jewelry is but 
an indication of the great prosperity of 
the people of Shanghai: wages have risen 
and the cost of living has increased, and 
these in turn point to an increasing de 
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mand for jewelry of all kinds, as well as 
other luxuries. This increased import of 
jewelry has doubtless been due in some 
degree to the improved condition of fe- 
male labor. What strikes the spectator is 
the well-fed and generally prosperous ap- 
pearance of the numerous female Chinese 
employed in the cotton factories. Women 


and girls are able to earn from $5 to $15 | 


per month, which is absolute wealth to 
people who before have found it difficult 
to make scarcely $2 per month by work 
ing all day. It is this class which creates 
the demand for the cheapest jewelry and 
jewels. 

A market might be found for American 
made silver and plated joss ornaments, the 
total importation in 1898 being about 
$3,000. In catering to the Chinese trade 
great caution must be taken to obviate any 
coloring or figuring offensive to Chinese 
superstition or tastes. Many colors have 
peculiar recognition by the people; some 
offend their tastes and others their super 
stitions. The success or failure of many 
foreign articles in China depends on the 
design used or on the colors. Some col- 
ors and combinations of colors are to the 
Chinese unlucky; some are all right with 
some kinds of goods and all wrong with 
others. 

The best way for an American jeweler 
to enter the market would be to endeavor 
to interest some of the leading importing 
houses of Shanghai, leaving them to cater 
to the retailers. No matter how eccentric 
some of the directions may seem they 
should be followed to the letter. 

Most of the business of Shanghai from 
the United States is carried on by draw- 
ing on the purchasers in China with doc- 
uments attached. Banking facilities are 
good, the leading banks doing business 
with the United States being the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion and the Chartered Bank of’ India, 
Australia and China Prices should be 
quoted c. i. f. Shanghai, if possible, at 
least f. o. b. American port. English is 
the commercial language of the country, 
and the English system of weights and 
measures may be used. 

Foreign jewelry, including shirt studs, 
sleeve links, watch chains, rings, chains, 
pencil cases, necklets, brooches, bracelets, 
lockets, hair pins and scent bottles are al- 
lowed to enter China free of duty, but the 
following articles are dutiable:

And Other Precious Stones. 
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Espionage Methods of Store Detectives 
Condemned. 


The methods practiced by department 
store detectives on suspects received a 
setback last week, in a decision rendered 
by the Appellate Division of the New 
York Supreme Court. This decision af- 
firmed a judgment obtained by Louise 
Vergnes Stevens, in her suit for damages 
against Hugh O’Neill for alleged false 
imprisonment. 

The plaintiff visited O’ Neill & Co.'s store 
on Dec. 15, 1897, went to the jewelry 
counter and asked the salesgirl to show 
her some watches. After the articles were 
produced the salesgirl counted the watches 
and said there was one missing. She sent 
for the floorwalker, and he sent for the 
detective, and then the plaintiff was told 
she would have to be searched. Then the 
detective sent for a man and they took 
Miss Stevens through the store between 
this man and the detective to the elevator, 
and went upstairs into a small room, where 
she was searched. The Appellate Division 
directed an affirmance of the judgment of 
the Court below, holding that there was 
evidence enough to justify the jury in find- 
ing that there was false imprisonment. 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt, who gave 
the opinion,- said in reference to Mr. 
O’Neill’s claim that Miss Stevens asked 
to be searched, upon the supposition that 
she was suspected of being the thief: “It 
seems to us, when we consider the situa- 
tion of the plaintiff, that she was in the 
store of the defendant surrounded by per- 
sons who were employed by defendant to 
detect crime, substantially accused of be- 
ing a thief, and with the statement made 
to her, ‘You will have to be searched,’ 
that this was the exercise of such a do- 
minion over her as that the jury might 
very properly find that restraint was ex- 
ercised, and that the subsequent proceed- 
ings were simply carrying out the threat 
that they would search her. Under such 
circumstances the plaintiff certainly was 
not required to offer physical resistance 
to this unjustifiable proceeding against 
he” 

Concluding, the opinion raps the depart- 
ment stores’ methods in these words: 

“It is further urged that there was no ground 


for awarding punitive damages; in other words, 
that there was no express malice proved, and, 
therefore, no foundation for punitive damages. 
It will be seen, when we consider the nature of 
punitive damages, that the case falls within the 
rules permitting them to be awarded. Punitive 
damages are given not only as a punishment to 
the defendant for a wrongful act, but also as a 
warning to others. Although there was no evi 
dence of any express malice against this plaintiff 
individually, the act was done in pursuance of a 
system which had been adopted in that store; and 
if this system was such as to place an innocent 
customer in the position in which the plaintiff's 
evidence shows that she was placed, the jury had 
the right to say that the results of this system 
were of such a character as to require rebuke by 
way of punitive damages, in order that innocent 
people should not be placed in the position which 
this plaintiff was placed without any fault upon 
her part. 

“Judgment and order should be affirmed, with 
costs

When he was well launched he engaged 
in business on his own account as a gen- 
eral jeweler and watch repairer and fol- 
lowed the business all his life. Mr. Kelley's 
store was on Acushnet Ave., adjoining his 
home, in a residential section of the city. 
He did not do a large business, but he 
was well known in the trade and general- 
ly respected. 


About four months ago Mr. Kelley was 


taken with nervous dyspepsia and steadily 
grew worse, in spite of the efforts of phy- 
sicians to aid him. A couple of months 
ago the notorious Handy gang of young 
desperadoes made two attempts to burg- 
larize Mr. Kelley’s store, one of them in- 
volving a seizure of Mr. Kelley and prob- 
ably his murder. The gang planned to 
enter his store, seeking to look at watches, 
and when he was showing the goods to 
deal him a blow on the head and rifle the 
store. The timely entrance into the store 
of Mrs. Kelley frustrated the attempt. But 
the incident adced to Mr. Keliey’s ner- 
vous collapse, he steadily growing worse, 
and it finally led to his total prostration 
Mr. Kelley was not actively engaged in 
his father’s business till after the old gen- 
tleman’s death, and then only for about 
a year. He contented himself with the 
management of his small but lucrative 
business and made a success of it. He

WasHIncTton, D. C., May 18.—Accord- 
ing to information received here from 
Bahia there was a slight increase in the 
production of diamonds and carbons on 
account of the great drought and conse- 
quent drying up of rivers, the bottoms of 
which had been inaccessible by the 
crude methods of mining prevailing in 
certain parts of Brazil. It was estimated 
that production was last year trebled, yet 
no one can estimate the value of the pro- 
duction or even the amount of export, be- 
cause the State puts a duty of 16 per cent 
on valuation besides the 1 per cent de- 
manded by the municipality, and as a re- 
sult very few diamonds and carbons are de 
clared, but are smuggled out in baggage. 

Amethysts are found in immense quan 
tity in the interior of the State, but are 
not being mined because of the low price 
prevailing. Rubies, mostly of small sizes 
suitable for watch jewels, are found in 
large quantities in the diamond region, but 
are not shipped because of the lack of de- 
mand.

due to the general fall in prices and to the 
consequent inability to obtain the requisite 
profit from any single line of business, 
thus forcing men who were in a position 
to do so to extend their lines. Another 
cause of failure is the lack of knowledge 
on the part of many business men as to 
how to conduct a business on a falling 
market; they are not quick sellers, and 
the result is that they keep their money 
tied up in stock that is rapidly depre 
ciating in value, whereas the methods of 
to-day are to convert stock into money 
at the earliest possible moment and thus 
admit of the acceptance of small profits. 
Speaking of his own business, Mr. 
Woodward said that it was not the prac 
tice to make a run by advertising any spe- 
cial item for the purpose of drawing 
trade; this step was only taken when the 
special condition of any particular depart 
ment rendered it necessary. There has 
been a general feeling on the outside that 
department stores make large profits on 
articles commonly considered as luxuries 
This, Mr. Woodward claims, is not the 
case. For instance, the item of imported 
perfumeries is one on which there is no 
profit, as it has for years been sold at 
cost, and the same is true of many articles 
that are so widely advertised in the maga- 
zines and newspapers and in consequence 
are so well known that there is so much 
keen competition to fill the public de 
mand for them that the merchant is obliged 
to sell at little or no profit. However, 
there is a tendency to make this class of 
articles yield a reasonable profit, and the 
movement to do so, originated in New 
York, is rapidly spreading to other cities. 
With reference to the question of un 
derselling, Mr. Woodward stated that on 
at least 0) to 95 per cent of his merchan 
dise a business man must reap a profit, so 
that the number of articles thus sold must 
be necessarily limited, unless a merchant 
is selling, as is often the case, without any 
profit. He admitted that the department 
stores are the arbiters of prices, as it 
would be a mistake on the part of any 
merchant, no matter how small his busi 
ness, to ask more than the current price 
for his wares. The credit system main 
tains in the department store business to 
a limited extent. In all cities, with the 
single exception of Baltimore, the limit is 
30 days, and only about one-third is done 
on this basis, the other two-thirds being 
cash, which makes it practically on a 
cash basis In Baltimore the old six 
months’ credit system still maintains. 
With reference to salaries paid in de 
partment stores Mr. Woodward stated it 
as his opinion that the heads of depart 
ments are as well paid as their individual 
talents would command in individual ef 
fort 
The trusts are met with in nearly every 
line of business carried on in a depart 
ment store, and in some particular in 
stances it is admitted that they have ab 
solute control and monopoly, notably 
of those articles covered by patent 
rights and trade-marks; but, in Mr 
Woodward's opinion, this is not harmful, 
inasmuch as the tendency is to cheapen 
the cost of production, with resultant ben 
efit to the consumer, and no staple arti- 
cles are controlled by trusts.

THE JEWELRY STORE DIAMOND ROOM. 


M°> people would find in the jewel- 
ers’ showcases things asbeautiful and 
as costly as they wanted to buy; in some 
establishments there would be found here 
things ranging in prices up to thousands 
of dollars for single articles; but there are 
people who want things that are more 
costly still, or who, it may be, upon one 
occasion or another, do not want to make 
selections in a public place. These cus- 
tomers the experienced salesman would be 
able to recognize every time with practi- 
cally unerring certainty, and at the proper 
stage in the showing of the goods he would 
suggest that the firm had other articles 
that he would like to show them where 
they could look at them more at their 
leisure. 

The rooms in which the articles would 
be shown in such circumstances, and 
which would be in the establishment itself, 
might be called diamond rooms, or dia- 
mond parlors, though probably small and 
simply furnished. A room for this use 
might be a little apartment 10 or 12 feet 
square, carpeted and provided with a ta- 
ble upon which the goods could be placed, 
and comfortable chairs. There would be 
also, very probably, upon the table a pair 
of scales in a glass case, upon which jew- 
els can be weighed; and there would be 
also upon the table writing materials, so 
that checks might be conveniently writ- 
ten. 

To one sitting comfortably in such a 
room the salesman would bring from safes 
near at hand such treasures of the house 
as the customer might 
bringing into the little room, very likely, 
the drawer in which the jewel to be shown 
was kept in the safe, and setting the drawer 
down upon the table and taking from it 
the jewel for inspection.—The Sun.

The Production of Precious Stones in the Fiscal 
Year of 1899. 


[Commenced in issue of March 14.\ 


OPAL—(Precious.) 

An interesting form of precious opal, but in 
grains too small for cutting, was found by Mr, Ira 
E. Moore, of Hornbeck, La., consisting of a mass 
of sandstone containing large seams of grains from 
0.6 mm. to 3 mm. across, cemented by precious opal 
hydrophane, giving the mass the effect of a beauti 
ful piece of opal, although friable and breaking into 
minute grains of no value. The origin was proba 
bly the same as the very interesting pseudomorpho 
of wood, shells, bones, etc., at White Cliffs, New 
South Wales, where a fossiliferous sandstone has 
had all its fossils altered by the infiltration of 
heated siliceous or volcanic waters. 


SEMI-OPAL. 


A semi-opal, white with a blue tint on a jaspery 
colored rock, was found by Mr. J. M. McCollum 
near Safford, Ariz. 

Mr. George W. Ostrander mentions the finding 
of a semi-opal, banded and mottled brown and 
gray, in great quantity at Lovelock, Nev., with 
dentrites in the fissures, in a continuous vein of 
some length. 

Mr. L. S. Getchell reports the finding of semi 
opal in small, rounded nodules with a white coat 
of cacholong, at Pony, Madison county, Wis 

Giovanni D’Achiardi, professor of mineralogy, 
University of Pisa, publishes an exhaustive study 
on the specific gravity, composition, etc., of the 
various forms of opal-like minerals found in Tus- 
cany, which he classifies as the common opals, 
simple opals, white, milky opaque, black, resinous 
gray, rose gray, San Piero in Campo, island of 
Elba, giving analyses from a large series of ex 


periments, as to specific gravity, absorption of 
water and other properties 
GOLDEN OPAL. 


Under the name of golden opal a ready market 
has been found for the fireless, reddish yellow and 
brown opal masses that are found with the rich 
fire opals at Queretaro, Mexico. This material for- 
merly sold for only a few cents. Now it is faceted 
and sold for several dollars a carat, although the 
substance does not possess as much hardness as 
glass, and therefore has very little durability for 


wear 
CHALCEDONY. 

Mr. J. A. Edman, of Meadow Valley, Cal., re 
ports chalcedony pebbles of various 
Upper Spanish Creek, above Green -Flat, also a 
profusion of chalcedony of similarly varied colors 
and semi-opal at an old extinct crater in the El 
Range of Kern county, about 14 miles 
east of the Freeman post office. Nearly a half 
bushel of nodules of white chalcedony, translucent 
and almost transparent, with an opaline tint, 
measuring from one-half to one inch across, were 
found by Mr. Charles Russell Orcutt very near 


San Diego, Cal. 
AGATE. 

A blue chalcedony (saphirine) of some beauty 
was found by Mr. James E. Todd in the Bad 
Lands, southeast of the Black Hills, near Hot 
Springs, S. D. 

Dr. Charles Palache, in the Summer of 1899, 
while of the Harriman Expedition, found abund 
ance of agate (carnelian chalcedony) beach peb 
bles weathered out of basalt, on the shores of 
Popof Island, near the village of Sand Point, Shu 
magin Group, Alaska. 

SILICIFIED WOOD. 

Silicified wood occurs in the lowest member of 
the Newark formation of the Pomperany Valley, 
Conn. One large trunk, owned at South Britain, 
Conn., is clearly agatized, and has been identified 
by Prof. W. H. Hobbs. 

Silicified wood has been found at various points 
in the older gravel deposits, notably at the Bean 
Horn (?) hydraulic mines in Plumas county, Cal., 
reported by Mr. J. A. Edman 


JASPER BLOODSTONE (Heliotrope.) 

Green, red, and red and white banded jasper 
have been found by Mr. J. A. Edman in the slates 
Meadow Valley, Plumas 
county, Cal., also green jasper in the serpentine 
near that place.

TURQUOISE. 
Notwithstanding the many statements that have 
appeared in the press during the last year to the 





effect that a syndicate or trust was being formed 
for the control of all the turquoise properties in 
the United States, no such consolidation has taken 
place, and all the mines are still working inde 
pendently. 

Prof. Erwin Hinckley Barbour, of Lincoln, Neb., 
reports the finding of bone turquoise (odontolite) 
in the form of water-worn pebbles of about the size 
of hazelnuts, in Brown county, Neb 

Another interesting occurrence was a discovery 
in 1899, in a rather unexpected place, by the F. E 
Hyde expedition, under the guidance of Geo. R 
Pepper, anthropologist, of turquoise in the Mancos 
Canyon, forming parts of interesting mosaics o1 
inlays. 

In the former they consist of tadpoles of various 
sizes, made out of a single piece of turquoise, 
from one-quarter to one inch in length, many of 
which were of a rich green color, while others stil 
retained some of the original blue color These 
were all perforated below, or a ridge 
beneath the object, so that they could be at 
tached to the garment or 
the size, type, etc., of turquoise aboriginal carving

Of probably even greater interest were the frogs, 
nearly three inches in length, made of a rich black 
jet, neatly carved and polished, the form being 
somewhat idealized These had two raised eyes of 
turquoise inserted and also a band back of the eyes 
that extended two-thirds across the object rhis 
band was made of turquoise, 
broader below than above, so that the eyes could 
be firmly held without slipping into the groove, 
which was broad below and narrower above. The 
turquoise and jet were evidently found in the 
United States, the former probably in New 
Mexico, the latter in Texas.

Beautiful chrysocolla, blue in color, which has 
yeen mistaken for turquoise, is mentioned by Mr 
Roy Hopping as occurring in some quantity in 
Kern county, Cal. 

CATLINITE. 

Dr. W. M. Beauchamp reports catlinite as 
abundant, in the form of Indian ornaments, from 
Montgomery county to Buffalo, having been in 
troduced in Indian trade a little before the year 


1700. 
AMBER. 

Prof. S. W. Williston mentions finding a number 
of specimens of amber from the Mohave Cretacean 
of Kansas. The quantity is not great and the color 
very dark. The largest pieces weigh about one 
ounce each

Clock Oil.—Put two kilos of virgin oil 
in a decanting vessel, add a solution of 40 
grammes of ether-tannin in 400 grammes 
ot water and shake until completely emul- 
sified. Now, let stand in a room temper- 
ature for eight days, with frequent shak- 
ing; next, add 100 grammes of talcum and 
when this has also been well shaken, 1.6 
[ water Allow to settle for 24 
hours and the lower water layer to run 
off, repeating the washing as long as the 
wash water still shows a_ coloration 
with ferric chloride. Now, pour the con- 
tents of the decanting vessel into an evap- 
orating dish; then add 200 grammes of 
thoroughly dried and finely ground cook 
ing salt; let stand for 24 hours and filter 
through paper. The clock oil is now 
done, and filled in brown bottles, 
holding 20 to 25 grammes, which must be 
corked up well and kept at a cool tem- 
perature.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa, May 13.—Peter 
Schmitt, jeweler, of this city, who has a shop 
on 6th St. near Berks, to-day enjoyed the 
happiest moment of his life. He saw realized

CHAPTER IV. 


21. Orderly Proceeding with the Work—When 
we have arrived at the stage of our work where the watch 
is in good order, as judged by the preceding analysis 
and criticism, the balance spring in place and fitted to 
our entire satisfaction, the principal part of the work is 
done. And yet that which remains will consume the 
most time. 

We may now make the first trial for isochronism. 
Here the workman should commence a complete record, 
not only of the rate of the watch or watches he is work- 
ing on, but of all the changes he may make which the re- 
sults of the trial dictate. This record should be kept 
in a book for that purpose, or, if kept on fly leaves, these 
should be kept together and preserved, so as to furnish 
a complete history of the work done on the particular 
watch to which they relate. Indeed, if he is a repairer, 
and is attempting to adjust a customer’s watch, he 
should begin this record before he does anything to the 
watch at all; he should commence a complete trial for 
isochronism, for position error, and, if convenient, for 
temperature error. Such a record, aside from its prac- 
tical value in guiding him as to what is necessary to be 
done to the watch, will be a source of pleasure to him, 
enabling him to show what he has accomplished by his 
work. It will have an educational value for him which 
it would be difficult to overestimate. Times without 
number have I been able to make an unruly watch give 
satisfaction to its owner by a single touch with a pair 
of tweezers. A fine watch had chanced to fall into the 
hands of an unskilled workman, ignorant of the true 
functions of the regulator pins. Intentionally or other- 
wise, he had opened them, changing thereby the iso- 
chronal adjustment of the spring, and producing ir- 
regularities in the rate of the watch, which manifested 
themselves in altered and increased position error. A 
preliminary test for isochronism quickly revealed the 
cause, and the simple closing of the pins was sufficient 
to restore the watch to its former trustworthiness. The 
workman who will follow this advice will be surprised 


to find how infinitesimal a quantity is sufficient, in the 
opening of the pins, to make a great change in the ad- 
justment, or, indeed, to destroy it altogether. We want 
to find out what a watch is doing before we commence 
to work on it. Not only is it important to make such 
preliminary trials with watches that have been in use 
and come to us for repairs, but when dealing with new 
ones coming fresh from the factory—in these days, when 
most watches, from five dollar ones upward, are claimed 
to be “fully adjusted” by advertising “hustlers’—you 
want to know to what extent these claims are trustworthy 
before you back them up to your customers who, by the 
way, will hold you responsible for their truthfulness; and 
[ promise you, begging permission to use a popular 
phrase, a great “eye-opener.” But we must not allow 
ourselves to be led away from our thread by this di 
gression, tempting though it is, and fruitful as it might 
prove in educational results. 

We begin our test by winding the watch and setting 
it, or noting the difference in time between it and some 
good standard. And here I must be allowed to digress 
again for a moment: In order that we may be sure of 
what our watches are doing, we must know what the 
standard we are comparing them with is doing. If it 1s 
a clock or ship chronometer, it should be compared 
daily, at least, with the time signals that are furnished by 
the government through the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. If that is not conveniently obtained, some other 
equally accurate means should be employed in order to 
secure correct time. 

In a practical test for isochronism, it is not necessary 
to take account of the arcs of motion of the balance, as 
we did in the experiments reported above, except to note 
once for all the limits between which they range from 
the time the watch is wound until it needs winding 
again, and it may be well to risk a repetition here, ol 
what we have already discussed (12) in relation to the 
range of arcs of motion between which the best results 
are obtained in position adjustment; they should at no 
time fall below 360° nor go above 500° in vertical post- 
tions. It would be vain to expect anything like close 
agreement in the rate in positions if they range either 
above or much below this limit. If on a trial this should 
prove to be the case, and all the recommendations we 
have made as to the conditions to be established in the 
escapement, etc., have been attended to (17), we must re- 
place the main spring with one a trifle stronger or 
weaker, as the case may require, and see to it that it be 
perfectly free and wind concentrically in the barrel. If 
the balance pivots are properly made, the ends slightly 
rounded, the arcs of motion, in the horizontal positions 
will, and should, be greater than in the vertical ones by 
from 40° to 50°, which we shall find advantageous in sub 
sequent adjustments (22). ; 

After the watch is set we allow it to run for six 
hours, at the expiration of which a comparison is made 
and the state of the watch noted. Then we need not 
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compare it again, unless we wish

the builder of the clock made _ the 
number of the figures subservient to the 
purpose of the whole by making them 
strike the quarters on cymbals. The first 
quarter is struck by the child, the second 
by the youth, and so on 

Still above these, flanked by two figures, 


hour strokes, or rather one at a time, for 
these movements were repeated just as fre- 
quently as the number of strokes amounted 
to. 

The clock is crowned by a very hand- 
some Gothic dome. On one side of the 
main tier a winding staircase leads to the 
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different galleries, while the turret on the 
left concealed the weights of the clock and, 
besides, the mechanism for the crowing 
rooster on the pinnacle of the turret. This 
artistic rooster is the only piece taken over 
from the first clock. It was called the 
“rooster of the hallowed three kings,” and 
did not only crow in the early morning 
but also fulfilled this function in the after 
noon, opening the mouth, as well as flap- 
ping the wings. In 1640 it was struck by 
lightning. It was repaired, but does not 
seem to have been completely restored, 
since after that it was made to crow only 
on Sundays and holidays. In 1789 it quit 
ted operating altogether, and owing to the 
revolutionary period it fell into oblivion. 

In the turret on the left we perceive at 
the bottom, near the lion, a bust picture, 
representing, according to the inscription, 
the genial Nicholas Copernicus. The por 
trait forms a queer contrast to the fact 
that the art clock was constructed accord 
ing to the Ptolemaic system, which was 
crowded out by the Copernican system, 
only much later. The old (second) clock 
can still be seen in the “Frauenhaus” at 
Strasburg. The third clock, which has 
taken the place of the one shown in the 
picture, resembles the old one in shape 
and size, but by far surpasses it in techni 
cal respects. But even the above described 
Dasypodius clock was regarded in its tim: 
as a marvel of mechanical art and its res 
toration as impossible, so that the ancient 
tradition of the blinding of the constructor 
was revived in regard to it. 

The technical qualities of the present 
Strasburg clock, newly created by J. B 
Schwilgué from Jan. 24, 1838, to Oct. 2, 
1842, which, naturally, are not only in ac 
cordance with the Copernican: astronomi 
cal system, but also outstrip the old art 
clock as regards reliability, horologi 
cal and other functions, do not come with 
in the scope of this article. For thei: 
times, the first and second clocks were cer 
tainly greater achievements, while the 
third one must be considered rather as a 
copy on a magnificent scale, executed with 
all the auxiliary means afforded by mod 
ern technics and advanced science 


White-Gold Plates Without Solder. 


HE gold serving as a background for 
white gold is rolled in the desired di 
mensions and then made perfectly even un 
der a powerful press. Next, it is carefully 
treated with a file until a perfectly smooth 
surface is obtained. After a white-gold 
plate of the required thickness has been 
produced in the same manner, the surfaces 
of the two plates to be united are coated 
with borax and then pressed together by 
machine, which causes the harder metal 
to be squeezed slightly into the suriace o! 
the other, furnishing a more solid and 
compact metal mass The metals now 
partially united are firmly fastened togeth 
er by means of strong iron wire and a lit 
tle more borax solution is put on the 
edges. Now heat to the temperature nec 
essary for a complete adhesion, but the 
heat must not be so great as to cause 
an alloyage by fusing. After that the whole 
is rolled out into the required thickness.

York, says an American contempo 
rary, for no less a sum than 1,000 dols., 
an old fashioned china plate of the ex 
tremely rare kind which is known to the 
collectors as “growing crockery.”

O° large jewelry stores, there are sev- 
eral, and of smaller shops of the 


same kind, a large number.

teurs, and the displays made in two or 
three of the best establishments are really 
fine. Most of these wares are imported 
from Paris and include bronzes, ornamen 
tal clocks, small marbles and a myriad of 
articles of wrought precious metals. The 
waters surrounding the southern islands 
cover rich fishing grounds for pearls, and 
these are very prominent among the prec

LEGENDS OF RINGS. 


SOME OF THE CREDULITIES AND SUPERSTITIONS AT- 
TACHEDO TO FINGER RINGS IN THE PAST 


(Commenced in issue of April 18.) 


The famous legend by which Venice 
was preserved on a critical occasion is told 
in the old Venetian chronicles, to the fol- 
lowing effect: “On February 25, 1340, 
there fell out a wonderful thing in this 
land; for during three days the water rose 
continually, and in the night there was 
fearful rain and tempest, such as had never 
been heard of. So great was the storm 
that the waters rose three cubits higher 
than had ever been known in Venice; and 
an old fisherman being in his little boat in 
the canal of St. Mark, reached with diff- 
culty the Riva di San Marco, and there 
he fastened his boat, and waited the ceas 
ing of the storm And it is related that, 
at the time this storm was at its highest, 
there came an unknown man, and be- 
sought him that he would row him over 
to San Giorgio Maggiore, promising to 
pay him well; and the fisherman replied, 
How is it possible to go to San Giorgio? 
We shall sink by the way.’ But the man 
only besought him the more that he should 
So, seeing that it was the will 
of God, he arose and rowed over to San 
Giorgio Maggiore; and the man landed 
there, and desired the boatman to wait.

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This legend is the subject of two cele- 
brated pictures; one, attributed to Gior 
gione, represents the storm; the other, by 
Paris Bordone, illustrates the fisherman 
presenting the miraculous ring of St 
Mark to the Doge Gradenigo 

It is said that the Evangelist’s ring was 
stolen in 1585, and that although his body 
was deposited in a mysterious receptacle 
known only to the Doge and the Provedit 
ori, it long ago disappeared. Eustace, in 
his “Classical Tour in Italy,” accuses the 
Doge Carossio of having sold the precious 
relic. At all events its present depository 
is unknown, 


Beeman, in a German work, “History oi 
the Principality of Anhalt” (published 
1722), relates an old tradition generally be 
lieved in that country. A princess used to 
shake every day her napkin out of the win 
dow immediately after dinner; and a larg 
toad constantly received what fell from it 
The princess, being near her accouchement, 
saw one night a maid coming to her bed 
side with a candle in her hand, who told 
her that the toad was very thankful for the 
care she took to feed it, and sent her a 
gold ring with instructions that it should 
be kept very carefully, as the safety of An 
halt depended upon it. The toad likewise 
recommended that every year, on Christ 
mas Ev e, great care should be taken of the 
fire, lest the house should be burnt that 
night. The ring (observes Becman) is 
not only kept at Dessau to this present 
time (1722), but also great care is taken 
each Christmas Eve to put out the fires all 
over the palace about the dusk of the even- 
ing, and in the rooms of the princes about 
8 o’clock, and several watchmen go round 
ill the night to prevent a fire.
